An 18-year-old male Cal State 
Long Beach student was found dead 
at 1 a.m. yesterday in Beachside Col- 


lege, according to University Police. 

“At about 1:15 a.m. ... residents of 
Beachside College Residence Halls 
called the University Police to report 
a student resident not breathing,” Uni- 
versity Police Captain Scott Brown 
said via email. 

University Police and the Los An- 
geles County coroner’s office are in- 
vestigating the incident, and no foul 


Design 
students 
bring 
drone to 
campus 


The design class is 
creating a prototype 
of an unmanned 
aerial vehicle.

Design students at Cal State Long 
Beach are working to overcome the 
stigma attached to drone aircraft by 
designing an affordable and simple 
unmanned aerial vehicle for use in 
research, emergency services and ° 
entertainment. 

The Geospatial Research and 
Mapping project, or GRAM, is a 
venture of an industrial design se- 
nior studio class in collaboration 
with the geography and anthropol- 
ogy departments. 

More than 30 students and staff 
are midway through designing a 
prototype of an unmanned aerial ve- 
hicle (UAV) that, unlike other drone 
models available in the market, is 
cheap, easy to assemble and can be 
customized for whatever purpose 
the user desires, according to senior 
industrial design student Scott Lee. 

Angela Wang, director of publica- 
tions for the project; said GRAM’s 
goal is to create a middle ground 
between very expensive drones and 
the cheap and ineffective hobbyist 
models. 

“Our design is based on the cheap 
DIY [do-it-yourself] open source 
models,” Wang said. “Our aim is 
to create a model that can be easily 
customized, [so] if the user wants to 
insert a different camera, or a bigger 
motor, they will be easily able to do 
that.” 

Dubbing the model ACE, or All 
Capturing Eye, students have di- 
vided into four groups to work on all 
aspects of the project: launch and re- 
covery, packaging, user experience 
and documentation.

The student’s parents have been 
notified, according to Terri Carbaugh, 
vice president for public affairs at 
CSULB.

Wong said he and other RA’s are 
trying to identify and talk to more of 
the student’s friends. While Wong 
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said he did not know the student 
himself, he said that he had heard 
the student was “quiet and kept to 
himself.” 

Students who need counseling are 
encouraged to make an appointment 
or visit Counseling and Psychological 
Services, Vice President for Student 
Services Douglas Robinson said in an 
email to residents.

Kaleidoscope 
Festival 
seeks private 
funding 


The festival, which 
costs $100,000, was 
canceled in 2009.

When budget cuts struck the cam- 
pus in 2009, the Kaleidoscope Festi- 
val, which served as a campus open 
house, became extinct. 

Now, four years later, organizers 
are searching for private funds to 
revive the 25-year-old campus tradi- 
tion. 

Started in 1985 by then CSULB 
President Stephen Horn, the Ka- 
leidoscope Festival was an annual 
event that brought almost 30,000 
students, alumni and Long Beach 
community members to campus over 
the course of one day, according to 
David Sanfilippo, former Kaleido- 
scope Logistics Coordinator. 

In 2009, the festival that cost near- 
ly $100,000 to $115,000 to organize 
was canceled. 

“We couldn’t do [Kaleidoscope] 
any longer because of the budget,” 
Sanfilippo said. “The budget had to 
be devoted more directly to all the 
things we needed to do to make the 
university survive.” 

The festival, which took place , 
on the last Saturday of April every 
year, hosted several campus clubs 
and organizations, departments and 
outside businesses. 

“The focus [of the festival] was 
to be a campus open house ... to the 
new and incoming students as well 
as to the community to kind of show- 
case the breadth of the campus,” 
Sanfilippo said. 

According to Sanfilippo, who is 
also the director of Disabled Stu- 
dent Services, the festival would 
host about 160 booths. The event 
also hosted games for children and 
adults as well as multicultural food 
prepared by international students. 

“T think everybody saw [Kaleido- 
scope] as a valuable program,” San- 
filippo said, “one that really was a 
nice way to bring the town and gown 
kind of approach, where you bring 
the town to the campus and they get

to see what students do and what we do 
in terms of education.” 

Despite Kaleidoscope’s four-year ab- 
sence, Sanfilippo said he hasn’t given 
up on the possibility of reviving the pro- 
gram. 

“We have attempted this year to try 
to resurface [Kaleidoscope] because we 
knew that we were in the budget crisis 
the last few years and that we couldn’t 
really attempt to [bring it back] till after, 
so we did it this year,” he said. “We’re 
seeking private funding so we can res- 
urrect it ... We think it’s an important 
event.” 

Sanfilippo said if funding becomes 
available, he hopes to bring the festival 
back as soon as 2014. 


Hernandez said no sport or challenge, 
including rock climbing, is out of a 
woman’s capacity. ; 

“Women can do anything they want,” 
Hernandez said. 

The free rock climbing shoes promo- 
tion is intended for women, but the of- 
fer stands available for men as well if 
they want to take advantage of the deal, 
according to Zazulia. 

Zazulia said she hopes the offer will 
attract more female students to experi- 
ence something new and that they will 
take this opportunity to test their limits 
at the rock wall. 


According to Leland Vail, former di- 
rector of the Kaleidoscope Festival and 
undergraduate adviser at the Bob Cole 
Conservatory of Music, another obstacle 
that may arise in bringing back the event 
is that most students don’t know or re- 
member Kaleidoscope. 

“The freshman class [from-2009] is 


_ the senior class this year — they were 


the last class to have been tangentially 
involved in Kaleidoscope,” Vail said. 

Senior international business and 
French major Orlando Torres, who en- 
rolled at CSULB in 2008, is one of the 
students who still remember the festival. 

Torres said he stumbled on to the 
event during his first year as a freshman 
and was taken aback by the.turnout and 
size of the event. 

“Tt really showed what a big role 
[CSULB] has in the community and how 
involved students are with the school 
life,” Torres said. 
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Congress misses sequester 
deadline, cuts go through

Efforts to avert deep across-the- 
board cuts to defense and domestic 
discretionary spending have failed, 
and Long Beach could see some indi- 
rect effects. 

About $85 billion in automatic 
spending cuts, collectively known as 
the sequester, kicked in on Friday af- 
ter Congress failed to reach an agree- 
ment to cut at least $1.2 trillion in defi- 
cit reduction by March 1. 

Economists have suggested that 
the combined effect of the cuts may 
have negative consequences for the 
economy. 

“The governor’s budget is predi- 
cated on the basis that our economy 
is beginning to grow,” Cal State Long 
Beach President F. King Alexander 
said in a statement on Friday. “Seques- 
tration could shatter that economic 
scenario and push California back to- 
ward recession-era budget cuts. If this 
were to happen, Governor Brown’s 
efforts to provide moderate and grad- 
ual re-investments in our universities 
could fail to become a reality.” 

The Department of Education has 
been cut by $2.6 billion, and the Cal 
State University could..experience. re- 
ductions in excess of $22 million for the 
2013 fiscal year, according to Terri Car- 
baugh, associate vice president of legis- 
lative and external relations at CSULB. 

“[It’s] being quantified as one of 
the largest cuts to education programs 
ever,” Carbaugh said. 

Because of the $22 million reduc- 
tion, student outreach programs, such 
as TRIO and GearUP, may experience 
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a $2.1 million cut, affecting roughly 
3,300 students in the system, Car- 
baugh said. 

Cuts to the Supplemental Educa- 
tion Opportunity Grant (SEOG), 
which helps students below a certain 
income mark with tuition and work- 
study programs, are possible. About 
$1.5 million could be cut from SEOG, 
which may eliminate awards for 1,400 
students in California. 

“As a percentage, that may seem 
small, but if you’re one of those 1,400 
students, it has a significant effect on 
your ability to get your degree and 
succeed in life,” Carbaugh said. “It’s 
not a very responsible approach to 
managing a budget cut, and beyond 
that, any cut to education at this mo- 
ment in time is extraordinarily coun- 
ter productive.” 

Carbaugh said that it’s important 
for students to know that even with 
the major federal cuts discussed in the 
news, the Pell Grant will be protected. 

Funding for programs that provide 
research to many CSULB faculty 
members are also in jeopardy. This 
research is used to train nurses, pre- 
pare future cyber security experts and 
focus on key social policies, such as 
how to manage aging, cancer, climate 
change and energy, Carbaugh said. 

The Port of Long Beach, the second 
busiest seaport in the country which 
supplies more than 300,000 jobs in 
the city, could also be affected, Port of 
Long Beach Communications Coordi- 
nator Art Wong said. 

“If impacts were that trade was dis- 
rupted or slowed, it could affect some 
or many of those jobs,” he said. 

Cuts may also affect travel in the 
Long Beach Airport; however, the 
cuts are directed towards the Trans- 
portation Security Administration, 
which handles checkpoints, Long 
Beach Airport Director Mario Rodri- 
guez said. Processing may be slower, 
Rodriguez said.

The packaging unit has been charged 
with creating a simpler design for the 
drone to allow for easier assembly. Lee, 
leader of the user experience group, 


' said existing models are very difficult 


for the average person to put together. 
“People who would use this prob- 
ably don’t know how to assemble the 
electronics and the plane itself, and 
they don’t care how it works, just that 
it does work,” Lee said. “Our goal is to 
produce a ‘plug and play’ model. Peo- 
ple will see how easy and useful it is.” 
According to Max Beach, who 
teaches the senior studio class, the 
project originated after the geography 


and anthropology departments ex- 
pressed a wish for an affordable and 
simple remote aircraft for mapping 
and surveying purposes. 

Despite that the prototype is still 
in its early design phase, Beach said 
such a product would have a myriad 
of real-world applications and ben- 
efits across many areas. 

“This is a product that can be suc- 
cessful in. commercial markets,” 
Beach said. “It’s cheaper and much 
easier to use than the main model in 
the market, the Gatewing, which re- 
tails for about $50,000.” 

The design process will wrap up by 
mid-March, with the team hoping to 
have a prototype model ready for pre- 
sentation and display at the design de- 
partment’s Senior Exhibition in May.

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Women in combat will reopen draft debate 


With women officially allowed 
to take on combat roles in times of 
war, the next issue to be addressed 
is whether women should also be 
included in the Selective Service — 
namely, the draft. 

At age 18, every male in the 
U.S. must sign up for the Selective 
Service. While it has been discussed 
many times before, women have 
never been required to sign up for 
the draft. However, with this change 
to the women-in-combat policy, 
we open the doors for women to be 
involved in the draft equation. 

As an editorial board, we had a

Fixing our foster care system 

March is national social work month, remind- 
ing us of the integral role that social workers play 
within the child welfare system. 

Social workers have a code of ethics to abide 
by which advises cultural competency and un- 
derstanding of cultural differences when working 
with families. 

However, the generalization and stereotypes 
of a specific race or ethnic group may result in 
a disservice to families within our communi- 
ties. 

Racial disproportionality within the child 
welfare system has been largely attributed to the 
discrepancies of comparing the percentage of 
children in the general population to children in 


Advocating family preservation 

Because March is national social work month, 
we want to educate the public by eliminating the 
stereotypes and give a fuller picture of why we do 
what we do. 

It is often true that child protective services 
(CPS) removes children from the home because 
they are in danger of neglect or abuse, and it is 
deemed the best immediate option to protect the - 
child. 

However, the ideal goal for social workers is to 


the child welfare system. 

An obvious example of disproportionality 
exists in the foster care system, where the ratio 
of black children to Caucasian children is five to 
one. 

While there has been a national decrease 
in black disproportionality rates since 2004, 
nearly every state has a higher percentage of 
black children-in foster care. 

Only 20 percent of the child population in 
the U.S. is black; however, 40 percent of these 
children enter the foster care system. 

This disproportionality is due to a variety of 
reasons. 

When a family does not have access to services 
such as affordable child care, parenting support 


' preserve the family while maintaining the child’s 


safety. As social work graduate students, we 
believe that the most suitable place for children to 
be raised is with their own families. 

We want to do everything in our power to sup- 
port at-risk families by providing them with the 
tools to maintain a healthy family structure. 

Children in the system often suffer emotional 
trauma after being separated from their biological 
families, so for this reason, foster care is a last 
resort for providing a child witha home.

or concrete social support, they are often left to 
“fend” for themselves. 

Due to a lack of resources in areas where 
poverty exists, the likelihood of children entering 
into the system becomes greater. 

Regardless of race and ethnicity, preventive 
interventions can strengthen family ties and 
lower thé number of children who enter the foster 
care system. 

Collaboration with community agencies 
can be utilized to develop community bonds, 
implement preventive services like educational 
opportunities before abuse or neglect occurs 
and offer additional training opportunities for 
staff on cultural competence and dispropor- 
tionality.

In the beginning, its goal was to remove 
children from the hands of unfit parents who left 
them to fend for themselyes. 

In recent times, social work has headed in the 
direction of family reunification by providing 
individuals with tools to regain custody of their 
children. 

The new focus of permanency planning and 
reunification has resulted ina drop in the number 
of children residing in foster care from 748,000

Netflix obviously noticed that modern TV 
viewers enjoy political intrigue and antiheroes. 
However, the problem with the show is the mode 
of distribution, which has potential to kill the 
“water cooler conversation” aspect of television 
watching entirely. 


Netflix released all 13 episodes of “House 
of Cards” at the same time, allowing viewers to 
watch them all in one day if they: want to. This 
kind of “binge viewing” has become increasingly 
popular these days in the age of TV on DVD and 
Bluray and now streaming. However, this is not 
the same as getting caught up on “30 Rock” ona 
boring Sunday afternoon. “House of Cards” is a 
brand new series with episodes directed by David 
Fincher, starring Academy Award-winner Kevin 
Spacey, and yet they’ve made it almost impossible 
to discuss it. 

Television is released gradually for a reason. 
The episode format gives viewers time to think 
about what they have just watched and people the 
chance to discuss what they think is going to hap- 
pen next. If they’re released all at one time, there 
is really no reason to break them up at all. Plus, 
in the current “spoiler alert” culture we live in, it 
will be nearly impossible to discuss the series until 
everybody has finished it. Everyone who watches 
the show is bound to be on different episodes at 
different times. 

Magazines and websites that review and discuss 
television shows are going to have to start review- 
ing entire seasons of shows at one time if this is the 
way television is going to work in the future. What 
was once a semi-social experience of discussing 
and sharing shows with friends will be replaced 
by everybody streaming their own thing at their 
own pace. 

Clearly streaming and binge-viewing have 
become the standard for modern television; 
which in many ways is an improvement, but if

LBSU drops consecutive games for the first time since early December.

UC Irvine’s senior night celebration 
carried on much longer than the pre- 
game ceremony. 

In order to capture the outright Big 
West regular season championship, 
the Long Beach State men’s basketball 
team needed a win at Irvine or a Pa- 
cific loss at Riverside. Neither of those 
would happen Saturday evening. 

The Anteaters (17-13, 10-6 Big 
West) dominated the tempo early, and 
the 49ers’ comeback attempt was just 
too little, too late, as Irvine captured 
a 72-69 victory Saturday evening at 
Bren Events Center. 

After trailing by 13 early in the sec- 
ond half, LBSU (17-11, 13-3) stormed 
back to tie the contest at 63 late in the 
game. 

UCTI’s Michael Wilder knocked down 
a tie-breaking three from the left corner 
and a pair of free throws later to thrust 
the Anteaters to their final tally of 72. 

The senior forward ended up scoring 
10 points and bringing down 10 boards 
to earn a double-double. He also dished 
out three assists while committing no 
turnovers. 

Mike Caffey was connecting from all 
over the floor during the comeback at- 
tempt, compiling 23 points, two assists, 
two rebounds, two steals and a block. 

The sophomore guard was 8-of-12 
from the field and hit five 3-pointers 
on eight attempts. His last conversion 
brought the 49ers within one of UCI 
with less than six seconds left to play, 
and his final attempt was a desperation 
heave from about 45 feet out that would 
have tied the game at the buzzer. 

Keala King also took over for The 
Beach in the second half, tallying 14 
points, eight rebounds and a game-high 
five assists. 

Sophomore center Will Davis II 
turned the painted area into a basket- 
ball-eating abyss, as he rejected eight 
LBSU shots on the game, including 
seven in the first half alone. 

None of Davis II’s blocks were 
more impactful or ferocious than 
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Tony Freeland (22) goes in for a layup around UCI's Will Davis II. Davis II had eight blocks for the game. 


number eight though. With under 
a minute to play, King took to the 
paint with the ‘Niners trailing by 
three, and Davis II sent King’s shot 
sailing clear out of bounds with an 
emphatic rejection. 

Davis II finished the evening with 
12 points and five rebounds as well. 

Adam Folker and Damon Starring 
also scored in double-digits for Irvine, 
pouring in 16 and 10 points, respectively. 

Senior guard James Ennis extended 
his double figure scoring to 33 games 
with 12 points to go with eight car- 
oms.

That wasn’t the case this weekend. 

LBSU (6-6) finished off a competi- 
tive series against Seattle with a lopsid- 
ed 8-3 loss that brought to mind more 
questions about effort than ability. 

“T’ll take responsibility for not hav- 
ing the team ready to play,” head coach 
Troy Buckley said. “The whole series 
we got out-played, out-aggressived, 
out-pitched, out-defensed, and we 
didn’t do enough things to give our- 
selves a chance to win.” 

The Redhawks (3-9) entered the series 
with just one win all year, but they took 
Friday night’s series opener 5-4 thanks 
to three runs scored late in the game. 


the full 40 minutes to earn the win. 

“In a game like that when you’re 
always playing from behind, the mar- 
gin for error is a little bit different,” he 
said. “We never réally put offense and 
defense together. In the first half, we 
never got in an offensive rhythm, and 
it took a toll for about five or six min- 
utes when we broke defensively. In the 
second half, we got in a good offensive 
rhythm with rebounding and second 
shots.” 

LBSU returns to action Thursday 
when it starts its Northern California 
road trip at UC Davis (14-14, 9-7) at 
7 p.m. The game will be televised on 
ESPN2. 


LBSU got six good innings from start- 
ing pitcher Shane Carle, who allowed 
two unearned runs and struck out five in 
a no decision. Freshman reliever David 
Hill was credited with the loss after first 
baseman Grant Newton hit a rare home 
run at Blair Field in the eighth inning. 

The Dirtbags managed to provide 
some late-inning drama of their own in 
Saturday afternoon’s game. 

LBSU collected four hits and a walk 
in the ninth inning to win the game 
4-3 after being down 3-2 to start the 
frame. Left fielder Ino Patron provided 
the heroics for The Beach, as he hit a 
walk-off single to right field to end it. 

However, any momentum the Dirt- 
bags earned in Saturday night’s win 
failed to carry over to Sunday’s finale. 

The Dirtbags got out to a 1-0 lead ear- 
ly on but weren’t able to keep their lead 
for long, as Seattle strung together four 
consecutive hits and scored three runs in 
the fourth. The Redhawks extended their 
lead to 5-1 after a two-run sixth that fea- 
tured a leadoff triple down the left field 
line by right fielder Sean Narby.

was done after the inning, as he gave 
up five earned runs on nine hits despite 
striking out eight in six innings. 

“Every time [Maciel] threw [the 
ball] up, it got hit,’ Buckley said. “[Se- 
attle] strung good at-bats together off 
of mistake pitches.” 

Meanwhile, The Beach was having 
ahard time squaring up the ball. LBSU 
batters only struck out once through 
six innings, but 11 of the 18 outs re- 
corded to that point were flyouts. The 
Dirtbags wouldn’t get so much as a hit 
until the seventh inning. 

“T think we had 12 or 13 fly ball outs 
today,” Buckley said.
